Mattie did not want 


to be locked np, but the sheriff persuad- 
ed her to become his guest and the key 
was tnrned on her. Opinion is divided 
as to the alleged insanity ot the woman. 


Murder or Suiuide at Danville. 
The body of James Jones, a member of 


the Board of Education of Danville, was 
found lying in the woods near hie home 
in Sonthtown. The discovery was made 
by two beys who were out nutting. Mr. 
Jones had been missing from his home 
since Tuesday, but was seen in the city 
Thursday evening.

COLLISION BETWE8I G, L R. TRAINS. 


A Long List of Serious Casualties, but 


Fortunately None of Them Fatal

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. IS.—A narrow

Mrs. Harrison's Physicians Hopeful, but 
Not Over Confident. 


LOON LAKE, N Y., Sept 
17.—The 


critical period in Mrs. Harrison's ill- 
ness has passed, and there are no signs 
of a renewal of the dangerous compli- 
cations that brought her so near to 
death's door a few days ago. 
Sh<> has 


not improved so much, however, that 
nil din get- is passed, for there is yet 
the main disease to combat. 


Dr. Gardner told a United Press re- 


porter to-day that the crisis was over, 
und the patient could now be treated 
without the great danger threatened 
by the accumulation of water in the 
cavity of the lungs. "This danger," 
said T>r. Gardner, "has passed, and 
there are no signs of a renewal of the 
substance, thus removing the necessity 
for another operation." The three oper- 
ations which the physicians made to 
draw olf the fatal liquid were success- 
ful; 
but, in each case, tho patient 


suffered somewhat from shock, suxl 
the physicians were apprehensive of 
a reappearance, of the flnid. Now that 
the crisis is over, the advisability at re- 
moving Mrs. Harrison from Loon Lake 
is being considered. She is exceedingly 
anxious to be taken to Washington, 
and it is believed by Dr. Gardner, that 
with » partial renewal of strength, his 
patient may be cafc-ly removed from 
Loon Lake within a week or two.
